“ALES WEEKT 
JOIN IN ARMISTICE 


Note Telling of Delay in Nego- 
tiations Given to Represen- 
tatives in Petrograd. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—A_ Russian 
Government dispatch dated Thurs- 
day and received here by wireless, 
announces that Leon Trotzky, the 
Bolsheviki Foreign Minister, has sent 
to all allied embassies and legations 
in Petrograd a note intimating that 
the armistice negotiations with the 
central Powers have been suspended 
fora week at the initiative of the 
Russiar delegation for the purpose 
of providing opportunity of inform- 
ing the peoples of the allied coun- 
tries the existence of such negotia- 
tions and their tendency. 

The note adds that the armistice 
will be signed only on condition that 
troops will not be transferred from 
one front to another and that Ger- 
man troops are cleared from the is- 
lands around Moon Sound. It gen- 
erally indicates the points of the ne- 
gotiations in accordance with the 
wireless statement received from i’e- 
tragrad Thursday, and concludes: 

“The period of delay thus given, 
even in the existing disturbed cundi- 
tion of international communica- 
tions, is amply sufficient to afford 
the allied Governments opportunity 
to define their attitude toward the 
peace negotiations, that !s, their will- 
ingness or refusal to participate in 
negotiations for an armistice and 
peace. 

“In case of refusal, they must de- 
clare clearly and definitely before all 
mankind the aims for which -<:he 
peoples of Europe may be called to 
shel their blood during the fourth 
year of the war.’ 

A Reuter dispatch from Petrograd 
Says:. 

“When Gen. Hoffman (Von Hoff- 
meister), chief German delegate to 
the armistice conference, heard the 
Russian terms for an armistice, he 
became very indignant and said: 

“If you repeat them we will 
fight.’ ” 

In reiterating his statement that 
regenerative processes are going on 
in Russia, the Petrograd correspond- 
ent of the Morning Post says: 

“Real Russia is working silently 
and steadily for reconstruction and 
the inevitable return to common 
sense, which we may hope is near at 
hand.” | 

He adds that the Bolsheviki now 
are being challenged by an organiza- 
tion calling itself the union of an- 
archist syndicaligts. 

A dispatch from Berlin quotes the 
following official communication is- 
sued yesterday concerning the prog- 
ress of the armistice negotiations be- 
tween the Russians and Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and Tur- 
key: 

“The representatives of the quad- 
ruple powers and the remainiing 
members of the Russian delegation 
held committee sittings yesterday, at 
which the drawing up of protocols 
with regard to the previous sittings 
and the preliminary work for the fu- 
ture work of the full sittings was 
concluded.” 

The members of the all-Russian 
commission to deal with the elec- 
tions to the constituent assembly have 
been arrested by the Bolsheviki, a 
Reuter dispatch from Petrograd 
says. Lenine, Trotsky and the other 
Maximalist leaders, have appointed 
Moses Uritsky commission for elec- 
tions to the constituent assembly with 
virtual autocratic power.

Merchants Exchange 
Manager Says Company Is in 
‘“‘Fine Fi . ] Cc liti ? 


The hearing of the Terminal Rail- 
road Association’s application to the 
Missouri Public Service Commission 
for authorization to increase switch- 
ing charges, aggregating more than 
$1,000,000 a year, was resumed to- 
day before members of the State 
commission at the Planters Hotel. 
It was begun yesterday, when W: C. 
Stith, traffic manager of the associa- 
tion, testified that the company faced. 
a deficit of more than $1,500,000 at 
the end of the present fiscal year, 
June 30, 1918, unless immediate ad- 
ditions were made to its rates. 

Stith, questioned this morning by 
P. Taylor Bryan, counsel for the 
Chamber of Commerce, testified that 
the proposed increases would affect 
218,211 cars a year, of which 17,020 
were industrial cars on: which .the 
increases would be paid by the in- 
dustries using them, and 201,191 
were interchange cars, on which 
the increases would be paid by the 
carrier lines. 

Bryan brought out that the in- 
creases for the industrial cars were 
much greater than for the inter- 
change cars. Stith admitting this; 
said that the Terminal was required: 
to pay 60 cents a day for each in- 
dustrial car while it was standing on 
an industry’s siding. 

Terminal Revenue Asked For. 

Bryan asked Stith to tell the entire 
revenue of the Terminal Association. 
Stith ‘promised to produce the ne: 
ures later. 

At the close of the hearing yester- 
day Charles Rippin, traffic manager 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, who is 
one of a number opposing the new 
schedule, pointed out to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that a majority of the 
increases asked for would apply on 
a portion of the Terminal system 
which is "in an excellent financial 
condition.” Rippin said that- he 
would prove this by questions which 
he intends to ask Charles A... Vin- 
nedge, secretary and auditor of the 
Terminal. 

Rippin asked Manager Stith, as a

I am aware that under this 
ordinance the company will be re- 
quired greatly to reduce the amount 
of its stocks and bonds now outstand- 
ing, but my point is that the reduc- 
tion is not enough. Of course, I can- 
not tell, without making a detailed 
analysis of the company’s traffic, 
earnings and expenses, whether it 
would be able to earn 6 per cent on 
$60,000,000 after paying all necessary 
operating expenses, taxes and depre- 
clation charges, but if it could do so, 
this would only go to sfiow that the 
patrons of the road ought to get some 
concession in fares or that the city 
should get certain benefits through 
amortization or the establishment of 
a street railway purchase fund. 
Nothing Off for Depreciation. 

The next thing to be considered is 
the process by which the fixed cap- 
ital value of the purchase price is 
to be charged. We note that nothing 
is to be deducted for depreciation ac- 
cruing hereafter. Presumably the 
theory is that the preperty will not 
depreciate. I have already referred 
in a previous article to the absurd 
provision of section 29 requiring the 
company to keep its property at ail 
times in at least good condition as 
any other street railway system, big 
or little, in the United States. If the 
city is depending upon this to pro- 
tect itself against accruing deprecia- 
tion prior to purchase, it certainly 
should provide some definite means 
of enforcing the requirement. 

This is not something that the City 
CounseHor can do as an incident to 
the law business of a great city. Ii 
requires constant attention by peo- 
ple whose sole job it is to camp on 
the trail of the street car company 
and know what it is doing and leav- 
ing undone, day by day. 

There is one provision in the or- 
dinance pointing to a possible reduc- 
tion of the purchase price.

If the city has an option to buy at 
a defined price, it has a fundamen- 
tal interest in the contro! of capital 
account. It is not sufficiént to leave 
everything to the judgment of the 
Board of Control without prescrib- 
ing the rules to be followed in mak- 
ing charges to capital account.

Mush 
to be fit to eat should start with 
water boiling till 1t jumps out of 
the pot, and for a definite reason.

He should be a man of broad observation in 
the traction requirements and the provision made 
for meeting them in large American cities, ex- 
perienced in the practical workings of franchises, 
immune to the camouflage of pro-utility claims 
and above all suspicion of service-corporation in- 
fluence and affiliations.

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PRIVATE LYNCH LAW. 

Sympathy with Mrs. de Saulles, expressed by 
readers of the Post-Dispatch, is very natural, but 
what may be called private lynch law cannot be 
excused because of great wrongs inflicted.

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This Method of Discipline 
Reveals That the Boys Are 
Outdoing the Girls in 
Many Classrooms.

HEN teacher has to punish 
the worst boy in school for 
not having his lessor:s 
learned, what method do you sup- 
pose she employs these days? 

She doesn’t stand him in the cor- 
ner with a dunce cap on his head. 
She doesn’t seek out vulnerable parts 
of his anatomy with a rattan stiek. 
She doesn’t send him for a seance 
on the Primcipal’s carpet. No. She 
invokes a system more modern and 
improved. She FORBIDS him to 
bring his knitting to school. 

This method of discipline actually 
in force in more than one St. Louis 
schoolroom is but another indication 
of whither and how far the fascina- 
tton of knitting is carrying us. 

Saturday afternoon three shabby, 
grimy little urchins sitting all un- 
abashed and oblivious of elders or 
betters, in the midst of a group 
of lady knitters at the Red 
Cross knitting headquarters, Olive 
and Ninth streets, attracted my at- 
tention. They were struggling with 
knittmg needles, which resembled 
oars in their relative size—and the 
white twine, or twine that once had 
been white—which beginners are 
given to practice with.
